B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of tlie same, as follows 
5 1.— (1.) Where the tenancy of a holding in Ireland has been Application

15 place or some other cause appearing to them sufficient, they may 
make a conditional order for such reinstatement ; and the order 
shall he served in the prescribed manner on the landlord, and unless 
the landlord within the prescribed time after the service shows cause 
against the order, the Arbitrators may make the order absolute.

(4) On an order being made absolute, tile petitioner, subject to 
any conditions in the order, shall become, as from tire date of the 
order being made absolute, the holder of a present tenancy in 6 
the holding, and the Arbitrators may order the shoril! to put the 
petitioner into possession of the holding. 

(5.) The rent of the holding. shall be the former rent, subject to 
a fair rent being fixed in pursuance of the Land Law (Ireland) 
Act, 1881, and the holder shall have the like right as other 10 
holders of present tenancies to have a lair rent fixed ; provided 
that if the landlord and the petitioner consent, the Arbitrators may 
fix what is the fair rent of the holding, and the rent so fixed shall 
be the judicial rent of the holding, as if it had been fixed by the 
Irish Land Commission. y- 

2. — (1.) If the landlord, within the proscribed time, by written 
notice requires the petitioner to purchase tlm holding referred 
to in the petition, the Arbitrators, after duo inquiry, may by a 
conditional order fix the amount of the purchase money; and unless 
witlmrtiie prescribed time the petitioner refuses to purchase for 20 
that amount, the Arbitrators shall make the said order absolute. 

(2.) If the petitioner so refuses to purchase be shall forfeit all 
claim to be reinstated, and his petition shall be dismissed. 

(3.) Upon the order being made absolute, the Arbitrators shall 
take proceedings for vesting the holding in the petitioner charged 25 
with a purchase annuity, and for all matters necessary for 
carrying into effect the purchase, as if they were (lie Land Commis- 
sion and the order was an agreement for a purchase, and upon 
the requisition of the Arbitrators a sum of guaranteed land stock 
equal in nominal amount to such purchase money shall he issued 30 
accordingly, aucl the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, and 
the Land Purchase Acts therein defined, shall apply as if they 
veie herein re-enacted, and in terms made applicable to the 
Ai bit valors, and to the purposes of this section, and the Treasury 
may make rules tor defining the portions of the Acts so to apply, 35 
an.c the adaptations necessary for such application and for carrying 
this section into effect : 

Provided that — 

(«) the Arbitrators if of opinion that the holding would he 
sufficient security for the advance hut for its having become 40 
emporarily deteriorated in value, may make the advance, upon 
t ie purchaser providing such security as they may deem 
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sufficient to meet any risk arising from sucli temporary A - D - *894. 
deterioration ; 

( 5 ) a guarantee deposit shall not ho retained out of the guaranteed 
land stock issued for the advance of the purchase money ; 

(c) the purchase annuity shall he payable to and bo collected 
° by the Land Commission in like manner as any other purchase 
annuity. 

3. Where the holding referred to in a petition is in the Allocation 
occupation not of the landlord but of a “ new tenant,” that is to 

10 say, of some other person under a tenancy created before the nml proce- ’ 
passing of this Act and subsequent to the determination of the 
former tenancy, the Arbitrators shall have, in relation to the tenant is in 
holding, all the powers of the foregoing provisions of this Act, 
subject as follows : — 

15 (a) the new tenant shall he served in the prescribed manner 

with the petition and with notice that he may, within the 
prescribed time, object to an order for reinstatement ; 

(J) if the new tenant objects to an order for reinstatement., the 
Arbitrators shall not make tho order ; 

,q ( c ) if the new tenant does not object to an order, the Arbitrators, 
before making an order absolute, shall determine whether 
any and what sum is to he paid to the new tenant in con- 
sideration of the reinstatement of the petitioner, and shall he 
satisfied that that sum has been paid or duly secured to the 
25 new' tenant in such manner as they direct, and if they think 
fit they may grant one half of such sum out of moneys at 
their disposal for the purposes of this Act, 

4. — (1.) The arbitrators when making absolute an order for Provisions 
the reinstatement of a petitioner in a holding, or fixing ilie price “f ‘° n " r ”” s 

30 for the purchase of a holding, shall consider whether it is just that costs or 
any sum should be paid to the landlord on account of arrears of jJSJJ of 
rent or of costs in connexion with tho holding, and may fix the 
sum to he so paid, not exceeding a sum equal to the amount of 
two years’ former rent of tho holding, and may direct how sucli 
g. sum is to ho paid to (lie landlord; and, if they think fit, may 
grant one half of sucli sum out of tho moneys at their disposal for 
the purposes of this Act. 

(2.) If, owing to the destruction or dilapidation of the house on 
the holding, it seems expedient to the Arbitrators that a free grant 
13 should be made to assist the petitioner in rebuilding or repairing 
such house, they may grant to the petitioner for that purpose a sum 
not exceeding fifty pounds out of the moneys at their disposal for 
the purposes of this Act. 
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5. — (1.) J?or tin; purposes of the preceding sections of this Act 
the sum of one hundred thousand. pounds shall he charged ou the 
Irish Church Temporalities Jfuml, and placed at the disposal of the 
arbitrators for the purposes of this Act. 

(2.) The Irish Land Commission shall when required by the 5 
Lord Lieutenant, pay out of the Irish Church Temporalities IW 
to the Arbitrators, sums not exceeding in the aggregate the sum 
above mentioned, and may with the consent of Treasury borrow 
the whole or any part of such sum on the, security of the said fund. 

(3.) Sections fifty-nine to sixty-four of the Irish Church Act, 10 
1869, as amended by the Irish Church A ct Amendment Act, 1881, 
shall apply in like manner as if the provisions of this Act were the 
provisions referred to in those sections and the ad ranees may ha 
guaranteed by the Treasury, and the mins required to meet the 
guarantee shall be charged on the Consolidated Fund accordingly. 15 

6 . — (1.) The following persons, that is to say : —

shall he Arbitrators under this Act; they shall hold office for 
two years from the commencement of this Act, and if any vacancy 20 
occurs in the office of any Arbitrator by death, resignation, or 
incapacity, or otherwise, Her Majesty may by warrant under the 
Royal Sign Manual appoint some other lit person to fill the 
vacancy, who shall hold office only for the same period as the 25 
vacating Arbitrator would have held it. 

. -^ le Arbitrators shall have a seal, and their acts shall he 
signified under that seal, authenticated by the signature of the 
Arbitrators, or one of them, and judicial notice shall he taken 
in all courts of such seal, and any order or other instrument pur- 30 
porting to he sealed therewith shall be received as evidence without 
further proof. 

(3.) There shall ho paid as from the date of his appointment 
to any Arbitrator who is not a judge of the Supreme Court or 
or is otherwise receiving a higher' salary out of the Consolidated 
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Fund or moneys voted ny Parliament, a salary not exceeding a.d. 1894 
together with any salary so received by him two thousand pounds. ' — 

(4.) The Arbitrators may, with the consent of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, appoint, employ, and remove such officers and persons as, 
g with the consent of the Treasury, arc considered necessary for the 
purposes of this Act : 

Provided that, subject to the regulations of the Treasury, they 
shall employ the examiners and valuers of the Land Commission 
who shall perform the duties in accordance with the said regulations. 
jO ( 6 .) There shall be paid to the persons employed by the 
Arbitrators who are not in receipt of a salary from the Land 
Commission such remuneration as may bo assigned by the Treasury. 

( 6 .) The said salaries ami remuneration, and all expenses incurred 
by the Arbitrators in carri/ing this Act into effect, not otherwise 
15 provided for «s above mentioned, shall, be paid out of moneys 
provided by Parliament. 

(7.) The enactments mentioned in the schedule to this Act shall 
he incorporated with this Act and apply to the Arbitrators as if 
they were herein re-enacted, and in terms made applicable to those 
20 Arbitrators. 


7. In tliis Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — Definitions. 

The expression “ landlord ” means a landlord within the meaning 
of the Purchase of Laud (Ireland) Act, 1891, and the Land 
Purchase Acts therein defined, and includes the successor in 
title of the person who was landlord at the determination of a 
tenancy. 

The expressions “ holding,” “ present tenancy,” and “ fair ^ & ^ , 
rent" have the same meaning as in the Land Law' (Ireland) c 49 
Act, 1881. 


The expression “ proscribed ” means proscribed by rules made 
by the Arbitrators, with the approval of the Privy Council, in 
pursuance of tlio enactments incorporated in this Act. 

The expression “ Irish Church Temporalities Eund ” means the 
fund under the control of the Laud Commission by virtue of 

the Irish Church Act Amendment Act, 1881. 44 & 45 Viet.
